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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed June 5, 2007. Claims 1 , 

1 , 3, 6, 9 and 10 have been amended. Claims 1-14 are pending and are allowed fro the 
reasons given below 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the newly 
amended claims are allowable over the prior art, specifically Dickman et al. (US 
6,265,118), Okamoto et al. (US 6,045,933) and Wattelet et al. (US 6,824,906). 

Claim 1 recites a heat exchange unit for a fuel cell apparatus, the heat exchange 
unit having a laminated structure and the laminations serving as heat exchangers for 
eliminating moisture from each of the fuel supplied to the fuel cell, the fuel off-gas 
discharged from the fuel cell, and the air off-gas discharged from the fuel cell. The heat 
exchange fluid is water that is also used to cool the fuel cell system. 

Dickman et al. teach a heat exchanger using water, but fail to teach the use of 
the heat exchanger to dehumidify the fuel inlet. 

Okamoto et al. teach dehumidification of the fuel entering a fuel cell but fail to 
teach the use of cooling water from the fuel cell. 

Wattelet et al. teach a heat exchanger having a common coolant stream for both 
cathode exhaust and coolant circulated through the fuel cell but fail to teach the use of 
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the coolant to dehumidify the cathode exhaust, or the anode exhaust and ingoing fuel 
as well. 

The prior art does not teach the heat exchange unit of the instant invention.
